“Bold and novel measures had 
been improvised to overcome the 
obstacles we should encounter 
in invasion; and for the build- 
up of men and supplics in 
France.” 

Pledge To Mr. Churchill 

Recalling the storm of fying 
bombs that broke the week after 
the invasion was launched, Gen, 
Smith writes: “One Sunday 
afternoon, shortly after the in- 
vasion, the Prime Minister paid 
a apecial visit, all ‘alone, to our 
hendquarters, to_ask Gen, Bisen- 
hower wistfully how goon he ex- 
pected Allied ground troops to 
overrun the launching sites. 

“There was little the supreme 

| commmanaler could give him jn 
| the way of immediate comfort. 
Mr. Churchill knew the military 
plan. He nodded as Gen. Bisen- 
hower reminded him, 

“London could take it, he 
naserted. -stoutly, . adding, with

“Only, he said, ‘as s00n a8 
the critical launching area 
could reasonably come into the 
sphere of military opecations, 
to focuss attention on our zone,” 
tain that there was no delay in 
stopping this hideous destruc- 
tion?”

Enormous Effort | 

Referring to meetings of the 
War Cabinet which he attended, 
Gen. Smith says: “Mr, Churchill 
once spoke of the countless 


amount of time and effort, that 
must be expended by thousands 
of people that a few brave men 
can rush on to the beaches of 
France and plunge their bayo- 
neta into the. bowels of ‘he 
enemy,’: : 

“I think that no one who has 
not been intimately engaged in 
such a planning task ‘can have 
any idea of ita magnitude.’ 

Gen. Smith -emphasised the 
fact that after the defeat of 
Germany the Allies learned from 
Gen. Warlimont, German e- 
puty Chief-of-Staff, that early 
in May Hitler’s intuition 
prompted him to order rein- 
forcement to Normandy and 
Brittany, ‘ 

The Fruchrer had decided 
these were the most likely points 
for Allied attack but, said War- 
limont, “we were not quite con- 
vinced that he was right. He 
kept harping on it, and demand- 
ed more and more roinforce-

‘There was no question of the 
British stopping the policy of 
denazification until it wis com- 
plete, General Robertson said.
